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CENSORSHIP BOARD’S | 
POWERS INADEQUATE. 


EXTENSIONS. PROPOSED BY 
C.Y.M.S. ORGANISATION, 


The introduction of the Censorship of 
Publications Bill is welcomed by the Kedera- 
tion of the Catholic Young Men’s Societies, 
which, at. the annual meeting in Dublin of 
the .afiiliated executives, agreed on a state- 
ment with regaid to the bill in the following 
terms :— 4 

““ After idune consideration by a specially 
appointed -sub-commrttee, the Federation, 
while esteeming the new bill to be a-serious 
attempt to combat the evil of immoral 
publications, has unanimously adopted the 
following amendments as necessary for the 
successful issue of the proposed legislation :— 
To the definition. of *mdecent’ should be 
#dded the words "or be m any way offensive 
to modesty.’ 

As regards the Censorship: Board,: the 
Federation’ considers it unsuitable that the 
Minister alone be responsible for its appoint: 
ment. ‘The number of persons to be selected

lor membejys should be tive years. The powers 
under the ‘pyesetit bill granted to the Board 
are, inadequate, as Js apparent in Nections 7 Í 
(5), 9 (1) (2), 11 (á) of the bill. The decisions 
of a majority of the Board as constituted 
should be binding on the Minister (Section 7 
(o)}, and- the consent of “the like majority 
should be required in all questions of permits 
(Sections 11 (3) and.17(3)). The Board should 
meet at least quarterly (Section 10 (5) ).

lack of water. The ground is not sand, 
but a fine powdery soil called “ putt,” and 
it only needs a Jittle water to grow almost 
anything. When moistened and baked in 
the fierce summer sun, it hardens like 
plaster of Paris, and becomes surprisingly 
‘ough. A mixture of wet “putt’’ and 
chopped straw, well-kneaded, is used for 
building purposes, under the name of 
lipat, and has the advantage of being an 
excellent bullet-stopper. Very little rain 
falls in that district. The slippery soil 
soon dries again; the sun and the wind 
harden and polish it until great stretches 
of ground glisten in the sun like sheets ol 
asphalt. In it one notices the footprints 
of men and animals who passed by, 
perhaps, a year before. 


THE MOSQUITOES. 


West and South-West of the town lies a 
reeking swamp,  breeding-ground “of 
millions of mosquitoes, and every female 
of them malarious ; so that the percentage 
of sick in the garrison rose to such a point 
that it attracted the notice of certain very 
creat men who lived a long way from 
Tank. They wrote to the Senior Medical 
Officer asking him what he meant by 
Jetting the mosquitoes bite so many of His 
Majesty’s troops—or words to that effect. 
The overworked S.M.O., who felt just a 
bit liverish, sent back the following 
reply :—‘‘I am doing my best to inter- 
fere with the matrimonial arrangements of 
Anopheles Maculapennis, but the means 
at my command sre inadequate.”’ 

During the cold weather Tank in a 
liveable place, but from May to October 
it is not really fit for human habitation. 
Apart from the mosquitoes, the sand-flies, 
dust storms and the well-tiight un- 
believable heat, we had to endure the Four 
Cardinal Smélils. North of our quarters 
lay the mule-lines of a Pack Battery; 
East we had a crowd of coolies; South 
there were transport camels, and to the 
West a battery of incinerators. Just as 
we were on the verge of getting used to one 
or other odour the wind changed, and we 
had to start all over again. When there 
was no wind, they combined. 

Tank lies near the eastern entrance to 
the Gumal Pass; so, towards the end of 
the cold weather, the Powindah traders 
gathered to push back to their homes in 
Afghanistan. Every year, when the 
intense heat is over, their caravans come 
down the passes, laden with Afghan and 
Persian goods for the bazaars of India. 
One sees some fine-looking men with those 
caravans—big, broad-shouldered fellows, 
with grey eyes set wide apart, and a dis- 
tinctly Semitic cast of feature. So must 
the old Hebrews have looked in the days 
when Israel was an independent nation. 


A SUDDEN VOLLEY. 


Since, across the Durand Line, the 
strong man armed keepeth his house, those 
warrior-traders all arrive armed. One 
sees almost every kind of rifle in their 
hands, from old Sniders to new sporting 
Mausers, which a sahib would not disdain 
to own. The most popular weapon seems 
to be a Martini carbine, bored either for 
the British Government .303 cartridge, or 
the older .450 Martini-Henry; and many 
of these firearms are made amongst the 
hills. The Lee-Enfield bolt offers diffi- 
culties to Pathan armourers, but they can 
make serviceable copies of the Martini 
falling-block. A railway engineer, who 
was working on the Tank-Murtaza exten- 
sion, once told me that he simply could not 
keep steel “jumpers,’’ which vanished 
daily. A steel jumper, bored out and 
rifled, makes a useful carbine-barre)]. 

The Powindahs hand in their arms at 
the border posts, get receipts for them, 
and redeem them on their return, though 
I suspect that most of them manage to 
keep on their persons their favourite side- 
arm, the chwra or Pathan dirk, a strong 
knife with a hollow-ground blade, taperinz 
to a needle point. 

For a long time nothing happened, and 
1 was inning to doubt the existence of 
any tribesmen other than the few 
Mahsuds one met in the bazaar, when one 
evening we got word that the moveable 
column was to go out. It appeared that 
the advanced party of a convoy had been 
scuppered down near the Shirani country, 
and, although the Political Agent knew 
that the attackers had fled into 
Afghanistan, he wanted to strafe the 
Shirani clansmen who had aided and 
abetted them. The convoy had been toil- 
ing up a rocky ravine, and the advanced 
party of the vanguard had carelessly gone 
too far ahead of their supports They 
rounded a corner. A sudden volley was 
heard, followed by silence, and when the 
etpport and mainguard rushed forward all 
thst could be seen was a heap of dead 
sepoys, minus rifles and bandoliers. 


BORDER LEVIES. 


That punitive expedition was a frizzle. 
We had no fun at all. We marched and 
c:imbed and scrambled all over the place, 
coliected a lot of sheep and goats and a 
tow sullen Shiranis, and marched home 
ayain. During this martial] enterprise | 
developed two enormous boils, which made 
me too stiff to walk and too score to ride; 
but I had to ride all the same, since ] 
could not fly. 

As a rule the troops are only called out 
when there is the chance of a fairly big 
show. Small raids and so forth are dealt 
vith either by the Frontier Constubulary 
or by that remarkable force variously 
known as Badragas, Border Levies, or 
“Catch 'em Alivos.’’ These are tribes- 
men who happen to be on our side, They 
ree variously armed, wear no particular 
uniform, and probably could not form 
fours if their lives depended on it; but 
they can climb and shoot. 

At the beginning of our second cold 
weather we cot a messaze which caused 
no small stir. Bulgaria was suing for

of 101 guns, and on that night the Indian 
officers nearly burnt down the cantonment 
by a reckless firing of Verey lights.

Dublin and Belfast. 


When I was in Belfast recently I was 
struck by the many sharp contrasts that 
the city presents to Dublin. The first was 
the condition of the streets. The volume 
of traffic in the centre of Belfast must be 
at least fifty per cent. greater than in 
Sackville street, Westmoreland street and 
Grafton street, and it is not so well con- 
trolled. By this I do not mean to cast any 
reflection. on the policemen who do point 
duty; their work is excellent. In the 
maintenance of the street. surfaces, too, 
Belfast must yield the palm to Dublin. 
Where. we have reinforced concrete that 
makes. for smooth travelling, Belfast has 
granite sets—very badly set in parts, too— 
that make cycling, and even motoring, 
anything but pleasant. Belfast mud is, 
thank goodness, peculiar to Belfast. It 
has adhesive qualities that no other mud 
possesses. Once it dries on the turn-up of 
‘your trousers—well, the only thing to do 
is to throw the clothes brush aside and 
buy a hammer and chisel.

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Dublin Signs 


Donnybrook Cemetery. 


The reference made in the “ Diary ” on 
Saturday to the old Donnybrook Cemetery 
reminds a correspondent that of all the 
Dublin families who were prominent in 
the professional and mercantile life of 
the city during the seventeenth and early 
eighteenth centuries, there are probably 
a greater number interred there than in 
any other graveyard used before the 
nineteenth century. It would seem to 
have been first used for burial purposes 
early in the seventeenth century, the 
earliest tombstone, still partly legible, 
dating from the year 1625. 

For many years it and the immediate 
vicinity were the ‘scenes of some eerie 
midnight adventures, when parties of 
“body-snatchers’’ from the Coombe and 
other districts, masked and armed, sallied 
out to procure bodies for anatomical 
study. Occasionally fiercs duels with fists 
and firearms took place between the 
graveyard guardians and the intruders, 
sometimes with ill consequences for the 
latter. In some of the old romances of 
the period the accounts of these rocturnal 
happenings make interesting reading. 

The most illustrious Irishman buried in 
Donnybrook is the great Dr. Bartholomew 
Mosse, to whom Dublin is indebted for 
the Rotunda Lying-in Hospital, the first 
institution of its kind in Europe. 


An Outspoken Critic. 


The Mr. H. Montgomery Irwin, J.P., 
who spoke so bluntly at the Clogher 
Diocesan Synod on the question of tem- 
perance, will be better known to people 
in the South of Ireland as Mr. Hugh 
Montgomery Miller, who was for many 
vears an inspector to the old Local 
Government Board in Dublin. Mr. 
Miller had to change his name to Irwin 
on inheriting the estate of his uncle, Mr. 
John Arthur Irwin, J.P., of Derrygore, 
Enniskillen. 

Derrygore is beautifully situated on 
the shore of Lough Erne, just below 
Enniskillen, opposite Portora Old Castle. 
This house was built in 1856 by Mr.

Irwin, since he went to Fermanagh to 
live, has taken much part in public life, 
was for some years hon. secretary of the 
Fermanagh Farming Society, and sits on 
a number of public boards.

Dublin Signs. 


A correspondent writes: — ‘ Your 
remarks in the Diary on old Dublin 
printers are of more than passing interest 
to me, in that they add to my knowledge 
of the old shop signs of our city. I have 
elsewhere seen it stated that mention is 
made of the ‘Dial and Globe’ in Meath 
street in 1717, but not the ‘Globe and 
Scales’ to which you refer. In the olden 
days, when the practice of hanging out 
signs for the purposes of identification 
was necessary, Dublin was no whit behind 
in quantity or quality. Indeed, we find 
the irascible Dean Swift writing, ‘I have 
not observed the wit and fancy of this 
town so much employed in any one article 
as that of contriving variety of signs te 
hang over houses where punch is to be 
sold.’ 

“Most south side residents know the 
old ‘Bleeding Horse’ public house in | 
Camden street, the sign on whieh was 
recently refurbished. Whether this is the 
original sign which was erected on a post 
in the roadway in front of the house and 
familiar to passers by sixty or seventy 
years ago, I cannot say. The ‘ Brazen 
Head,’ which marked an inn during the

THE PLANETS. 

Mercury is near the Sun almost all the 
month, and will not be observable. 
Venus is becoming visible after sunset, 
setting about an hour after the Sun. If 
seen, she will be low in the South-West. 
She will be in conjunction with the Moon 
on the 16th, the latter being then three 
days old. Mars is becoming a brilliant 
object, rising between 8 and 9 p.m., in 
the earlier part of October, and before 8 

-m. at the end of the month. He is in 
‘aurus, and among the bright stars of 
that region. 

Jupiter rises soon after sunset. He ‘s 

in Upposition on the 29th, rising at sun- 
set, and being above the horizon all 
night. The two brilliant planets add 
much to the splendour of the eastern sky 
in the late evening hours. After . the 
Moon, Jupiter is the finest of objects for 
a small telescope. His satellites and 
their changing positions can be seen with 
the smallest optical aid. It used to be a 
favourite hoax to tell a novice that the 
satellites of Jupiter ean be seen in a 
looking-glass. If one cares to try the 
experiment, it will be found that, sure 
enough, Jupiter will be seen accompanied 
by four faint stars, three on one side and 
one on the other, just as the satellites are 
often placed. If the victim is satisfied 
with this, he may be convinced that he 
has really seen the satellites. In all 
such cases, it is wise to try a control 
experiment, by turning the glass on some 
other bright object. It will then be 
found that any other bright star, or 
planet, or even a street lamp, can be 
provided with four satellites by the same 
method. They are merely repetitions of 
the image of Jupiter himself (or whatever 
light is employed), by successive reflec- 
tions from the upper and lower surfaces 
of the mirror. If a mirror silvered on 
the front be employed, the experiment 
will be a failure. 
Transits of the shadows of one or more 
of the satellites may be seen at con- 
venient hours on the 5th, 7th, 14th, 21st, 
25th, 28th and 30th. There is a transit 
of the first satellite between 1 and 2 a.m. 
on the 29th, the date of Opposition, when 
the satellite may possibly ia seen partly 
projected on its shadow. This is the only 
opportunity, at the present Opposition, of 
seeing this curious phenomenon. Saturn 
is almost ont of reach of observation, 
setting before 8 p.m.

THE SUN, 


A great outburst of activity took place 
in the Sun during September, and at the 
time of writing there are two groups of 
spots large enough to be visible to the 
naked eye. They were, in fact, visible, 
even without the formality of a smoked 
glass, during the foggy weather of the 
26th and 27th. The outburst was accom- 
panied by marked magnetic storms, and 
fine displays of the Aurora Borealis wero 
seen on the nights of the 7th and 18th. 
That of the 18th in particular was very 
magnificent, being splendidly coloured 
aa great patches of crimson and blood- 


THE STARS. 


At midnight of October 1st, 11 p.m. 
of the 15th, and 10 p.m. of the Wth. 
On the Meridian are Cetus, Pisces, 
Andromeda and Cassiopeia; the last 
being overhead. The Great Square of 
Pegasus has just passed the meridian ; 
Aquarius is in the South-West, Capri- 
cornus is setting, and Aquila is approach- 
ing the western horizon. The bright star 
Altair, or Alpha Aquile, with its two 
companions, Beta and Gamma, is the 
most conspicuous part of the constella- 
tion. This row of three conspicuous 
stars, sometimes mistaken for Orion's 
belt, is easily recognised now nearly due 
West. Much higher up in the same 
region Cygnus and Lyra are marked by 
the still brighter stars Deneb and Vega. 
Altair will presently set, but the other 
two never pass below the horizon in this 
latitude. These three stars are the only 
ones of the first magnitude now in the 
western half of the sky, with the solitary 
exception of Fomalhaut, which, if the 
evening is very clear, may be seen just 
eping over the lip of the horizon in the 
South-West. Fomalhaut is a southern 
star which only just gets above our 
horizon, in its daily circuit, as Vega will 
only just peer above the horizon of our 
Antipodes. 
East of the meridian there is also a 
dearth of bright stars, until we come near 
the eastern horizon, where Orion has just 
come forth in full splendour, preceded by 
Taurus and Auriga, and followed by the 
Twins. The lesser lights lying nearer the 
meridian are Aries and Perseus, and lower 
down, parts of Cetus and Eridanus. In 
full view now are two of the greatest of 
the Spiral Nebule—the Great Nebula in 
Andromeda and that in Triangulum. The 
first is easily found, being visible to the 
naked eye as a cloudy spot on any dark 
clear night. The other is equally large, 
but much fainter, and requires a star map 
to locate it. It has the curious property 
of being sometimes more easily seen in 
a small telescope than in a large one ; but 
the photographic plate gets it easily, and 
an amazing object it is, but not more so 
than its “ompanion in Andromeda. 
Both these are much larger than the 
dise of the Full Moon, and when we gaze 
at them we are looking far beyond the 
limits, not only of the Solar System, but 
of the whole mass of stars to which the 
Sun belongs. We are looking at another 
Universe, or rather two other Universes, 
and the light which reaches our eyes as 
a faint cloudy fleck on the clear face of 
the &ky has been about a million years 
on its way. We also live in a Spiral 
Nebula, and our Sun is one of a thousand 
million or so of stars which will appear 
as another Spiral Nebula to other eyes 
out there in space, gazing at us from a 
million light-years’ aen, The Great 
Nebula in Orion, vast a body as it is, is 
only a member of our own Universe, a 
cobweb of light-mist, hanging about one 
group of the thousand million stars of 
our own Spiral Nebula, Consequently, it 
is only a speck compared with the dimen- 
sions of the Great Nebula in Andromeda. 
It is as London or Berlin compared with 
all Europe. 
Another object worth looking at, and 
well placed at present, is the Great 
Cluster in Perseus. This is also. visible to 
the naked eye as a sort of knot in the 
Milky Way between Perseus and Cassio- 
pela. It ig such a brilliant sight, even 
in a small telescope, that it is sometimes 
called the ‘ Jeweller’s Shop.” - It is a 
dense mass of stars of many colours, 
recalling the glitter of the diamonds, 
sapphires, emeralds and rubies a the 
ps of a jeweller’s window.

A FILM OF THE WEEK. 


SIR HARRY LAUDER ON THE 
SCREEN. 


If one is to judge by the excellence of 
his work in “ Huntingtower,’’ which is being 
shown at the Capitol Theatre. Dublin, this 
week, Sir Harry Lauder is likely to win 
fame on the films as well as on the musica! 
hall stage. -“ Huntingtower,’’ which is 
filmed from John Buchan’s dramatic story of 
the name, there is an atmosphere that suits 
Lauder’s style. He just fits into the part of 
Dickson McCunn, the testy, but warm- 
hearted, Glasgow grocer, who, having made a 
‘‘ wee bit ” of money in his business, sighs for 
adventure, and steals away from his wile 
and home to spend a week at the little seaside 
village where he passed his early years. 
cam “Há appearauce and demeanour during 
his stealthy flight are very droll, and his 
experiences while tramping the long road to 
the sea are full of laughable situations. The 
struggle between the spirit of adventure and 
his desire for the comfort of his home pro- 
vides much merriment. : 

At Huntingtower he finds himself involved 
in a conspiracy by Bolshevists to abduct a 
Russian Princess,, who is held prisoner in an 
old castle by the sea. With the aid of a 
band of Boy Scouts from Glasgow—the 
famous Gorbals Die-hards—he circumvents 
the kidnappers, rescues the Princess, saves 
her jewels, and becomes quite a hero. 

Those who have read the novel will find 
in Lauder’s impersonation of McCunn, the 
author’s conception to the -life. It is all 
done with a natural touch by Lauder. 

The picture ends on a fine note, with the 
grocer chuckling to himself at the recollec. 
tions of a ‘‘ quiet week,” as, safely back in 
his store, he tenders a peace-offeriig to his 
good wife. | 

Mr. Buchan is much better served by his 
film producers than are most novelists. The 
story has been faithfully preserved and very 
well presented. There are some beautiful 
“shots” of Scottish scenes, and the story ot 
the adventures of the Russian Princess prior 
to her arrival at Huntingtower has been 
cleverly introduced in a series of thrilling 
scenes. 

Judicious selection is also apparent in the 
company who figure with Sir Harry Laude 
in the play.

Four trains brought the pilgrims to the 
Carlisle Pier, where ample arrangements had 
been made for their embarkation by Mr. 
Slattery, Pier Master, and Mr. Crowe, Great 
Southern Railways Company, who were 
assisted by Inspector Byrne and Superin- 
tendent Kelleher, Civie Guards, and Acting 
Inspector Sullivan. The Glenageary Division 
of the St. John Ambulance Corps, under the 
command of Mr. W. B. Stuart, took care of 
the imvalids, and all cases were transferred 
as comfortably as possible from the railway 
(arriages to the mail boat, where they were 
received by a number of nurses, and suitably 
accommodated in the cabins.

DANGER TO THE POOR. 


Mr. John Garvey, O.B.E., speaking at the 
opening meeting of the winter session of St. 
odes s Y Men’s Christian Association, 
Dublin, last might, said that he looked upon 
the Y Men’s Christian Association as 
being the finest of all associations. It brought 
men together and developed comradeship, and 
he appealed to the parents t to see that 
their boys became members and attended its 
meetings.

THE PRICE OF ELECTRICITY 


AND GAS.

to the statutory undertaker. The accounts 
of the Portadown Electric Co., Lid., were 
furnished every year to the Electricity Com- 
missioners, who were fully advised as to the 
financial condition of the undertaking, includ- 
ing the working costs and the sales of 
current. Ah Sú 

The consumption oí electricitv in Portadown 
per head oí the population compared un- 
favourably with towns such as Portrush, 
Larne and Portstewart; but notwithstanding 
that. fact the standard charge for current 
in Portadown did not compare unfavourably 
with the charges of the towns mentioned. 

The Clerk (Mr. H. Sewell) was directed to 
obtain a copy of the Electric Company's 
accounts, and the matter was referred to a 
Committee for further consideration.

TO THE BPITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sun,—According to the Press reports of 
Mr. de Valera’s speech at Carndonagh on 
Sunday last, he stated:—‘‘ They were told

PLEA FOR BETTER SUPERVISION.

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DRUNK IN CHARGE OF 
MOTOR LORRIES. 


DRIVERS FINED AND JACENCE 
SUSPENDED. 

At Strabane (County Tyrone) Petty Sessions 
yesterday, before Mr. R. W. Glass, Resident 
Magistrate, and other magistrates, District- 
Inspector Walshe, Strabane prosecuted 
Christopher Lynam, of Bridge street, Derry, 
for having been drunk in charge of a motor 
lorry at Cloughcor last Saturday night. 
Lyuwam also was charged on four other counts. 
Frank McCullagh, of Bridge street, Derry, 
also was charged with similar offences on the 
same occasion, and was further prosecuted for _ 
driving a motor lorry without a drivers 
licence. 

Sergeant Vizzard, Strabane, stated that, in 
consequence of a report received by the police 
in Strabane, he motored to Ballymagorry 
village, and saw two lorries on the road about 
50 yards away, with a number of men beside 
the lorries, who, apparently, were under the 
influence of drink. When they saw him they 
got into the lorries and drove away at @ 
very fast rate, so fast that ib was with 
difficulty he overtook them in a touring car. 

AN ACCIDENT. 

The lorries were virtually driving abreast 
on the roadside, without any regard for the 
safety of the public or any other traffic on 
the road. About half a mile along the road 
one of the lorries, driven by Lynam, met with 
an accident, striking a fence on the roadside, 
which brought it to a standstill, and the 
other lorry narrowly escaped dashing into it. 

He described the injuries to Lynam’s lorry 
and its condition after the accident. Witness 
followed the other lorry for another mile and 
« half, and eventually succeeded in passing 1t. 
While in pursuit it drove at an exceedingly 
fast rate, and almost crashed into the papapet 
of Burndennett Bridge. - The driver of this 
lorry (Frank McCullagh) was drunk, and tried 
to get away again. hen witness req 
him, he refused to leave the lorry, and 
witness eventually had to remove him by 
force. When witness interrogated Lynam he 
found that he was drunk, Witness arrested 
both men, and brought them to the barrack. 

Both pleaded guilty in court. 

District-Inepector Walshe said that there 
were three convictions oe Lynam. He 
submitted that the defendants shown the 
uimost disregard for the safety of the public 
by their utter reckleseness on this night, and, 
unless the magistrates put this class of offence 
down, the people would have to take to the 
fields. instead of walking the roadsides, in 


future.

A sequel to the alleged raid by masked 
men on the Bethnal Green Post Office was 
disclosed at Old Street Police Court, London.

9d., 
the moneys of his employer, the Postmaster-

Mr. H.. .F. Gallaher, from the Solicitor’s 
Department of the General Post Office, prose- 
cuted, and the case was in charge of 
Divisional Detective-Inspector Pride. 

Mr. Gallaher said that the accused was a 
sub-postmaster at 408 Bethnal Green road. 
and on Monday, September 24, he was found 
lying on the ‘oor of his office. He told a 
story of having been attacked by masked 
robbers, and drugged. and the contents of 
the safe stolen. The police had made 
enquiries, and accused, after a caution, had 
admitted that his story was false, and that 
he had planned a bogus robbery to cover 
up his thefts from the Post Office. It was a 
serious case, and he (the solicitor) might have 
to ask for a committal. 
Sergeant Halliday said that at 3 p.m. ou 
Saturday he went with other officers to the 
Post Office und saw Veasy, and told him his 
story of the alleged robbery was not believed, 
and that he would be arrested. Veasy said. 
continued the sergeant, “I have been very 
worried over business matters lately. This 
is the end. There was no robbery. I should 
like to tell you the truth.” Veasy was told 
he could make a statement at the police 
-station. He was. taken to Bethnal Green 
Station, where he made a statement. This 
the officer did not propose to put in at this 
stage. 

When charged Veasy made no reply.
